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THE TYPE-SEF STAMPS OF TOLIMA. 


By F, pe Coppet, WITH AN INTRODUCTION BY E. D. Bacon, 
A Paper read Before the Philatelic Society, London, March 11th, 1892. 
(London Philatelist.) 


The first issued stamps of Tolima have from the earliest days of collecting 


‘presented insuperable difficulties of classification to Philatelists. The reasons 


for this lie: frs¢, in the fact that these stamps were type-set, and conse- 
quently there are as many varieties as there were stamps on the sheet; sec- 
ondly, that more than one setting up of the types took place; and, ¢hird/y, 
the stamps, if we except those last printed on white paper, have been so rare 
that it was well nigh impossible to get together sufficient specimens to make 
up the different sheets. 

Mons. Moens has more than once written upon the subject and in an arti- 
cle in the Zimbre-Poste, for February, 1875, gave the result of the investi- 
gations he made at that time. Later on, in the number of that journal for 
July, 1886, he describes certain specimens which he looks upon as reprints, 
and others which he classes as altogether “ bogus’”’ stamps. In 1887, he 
again endeavored to reconstruct the original sheets, but from lack of the 
necessary number of varieties was unable to complete his task. 

Coming still nearer to the present time Messrs. Hy. Collin & Hy. L, Calman, 
in their Catalogue for Advanced Collectors, now in course of publication by 
the Scott Stamp & Coin Co,, Ltd,, of New York, present by far the most 
complete account of the issue of these stamps that has so far been published. 
Their text is illustrated with two different plates of ten varieties each of the 
five cents, the four varieties of the ten cents, and a number of counterfeits of 
the two values they have met with. Great praise is due to these two gentle- 
men for the skillful method in which they have worked out the arrangement 
of these complicated stamps, In fact the whole Catalogue shows signs of 
great accuracy and ability throughout, and any collector to whom it may be 
unknown, cannot fail, if he becomes a subscriber to the work, to find it a 
most interesting and valuable addition to his Philatelic library. 

Notwithstanding the careful compilation of Messrs. Collin & Calman it 
seems certain from the following paper, that these gentlemen have not suc- 
ceeded in unravelling the complete history of these stamps; and, further, in 
view of the fresh facts brought to light, that some of the deductions they 
made must now be considerably modified. 

Mr. F. de Coppet, the Vice-President of the Philatelic Society, New York, 
who is also a member of this Society, has spared neither time nor money in 
his endeavor to solve the history of these type-set stamps. He was able to 
render some assistance to Messrs. Collin & Calman, when they were preparing 
their Catalogue, but since the publication of their list he has been fortunate 
enough to come across many additional copies and parts of sheets showing 
new varieties. This gentleman now possesses what I believe to be the most 
perfect collection of these stamps ever got together, and by constant study of 

his specimens for sometime past, it will be seen he is able to throw considera- 
ble new light upon the different printings, with the result, that if (?) he does 
not give their entire history, he at any rate places before collectors a more de- 
tailed and accurate account than has yet appeared. 

My friend, who is always willing and delighted to impart any knowledge he 

has acquired to other collectors, consented, in reply to a request I made him, 
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to furnish me with an account of his researches. He was also good enough 
to send me photographs of certain specimens in his collection, from which the 
illustrations it is proposed to present with the March numberof the Society’s 
Journal have been prepared. 

Mr. de Coppet’s letter was of such an interesting nature, and contained 
such valuable information, that I at once asked his permission to publish it in 
the London Philatelist. With his habitual kindness, he readily granted my 
request, and I am sure every collector of these stamps will thank him for so 
doing. Added to which, all philatelists cannot but feel they owe a debt of 
gratitude to this gentleman, not only for the time and trouble he has ungrudg- 
ingly spent over the arrangement of this difficult series, but also for the very 
lucid and clever manner in which he has worked out the solution of one of the 
most difficult problems presented by our science. 

The letter of Mr. de Coppet, I have referred to, reads as follows :— 

“In accordance with your request I will endeavor to give you the result of 
my researches concerning the first-issue stamps of Tolima. 

I was, at first, very much discouraged, owing to the difficulty I had in ob- 
taining a sufficient number of specimens, particularly in pairs, or larger blocks. 

I was about giving up in despair, when I purchased from Messrs, Pem- 
berton, Wilson & Co.,an uncut sheet of Plate J/, (ten varieties), and I 
knew I could depend upon their being genuine, coming to me from the source 
they did. 

I had seen, by Mons. Moens’ Catalogue, that two different issues of these 
stamps existed, and as my sheet gave me all the types of one issue, I conse- 
quently concluded that all the other types I would find must inevitably belong 
to the other issue, 

I had not proceeded far, however, before I accumulated more than ten 
varieties all different from those existing on my entire sheet. For some time 
I was at a loss to explain this circumstance in any other way than that some 
of my specimens were forgeries. How was I to determine which were genu- 
ine and which not? 

Again I was on the point of abandoning my researches, when I purchased a 
strip of five unsevered specimens, constituting the right hand half of a sheet 
(Plate J, altered) in which all the types differed from my uncut sheet, but I 
possessed them all in single specimens. Soon after I succeeded in acquiring 
another strip of four unsevered varieties (Plate J. altered), and as one of the 
types of each strip corresponded with an unsevered horizontal pair in my 
collection, it was proof to me that the two strips of four and five stamps con- 
stituted another sheet, all but one variety. 

I was about concluding that my other specimens were bogies, but still lack- 
ing One variety to complete my second sheet, I was unable to determine which 
of the various stamps I still had was the genuine one. 

In studying this question, it suddenly occurred to me, that the irregular 
setting up of this last sheet, especially of the right hand half of it, was the 
result of an accident by which the types had become loosened. 

This gave me a new clew to work upon, andI immediately wrote to all my 
correspondents to send me everything they had in these issues. 

By finding types, undoubtedly the same as those on my sheet, but in which 
the letters had not slipped out of place, as they had in my specimens, my 
opinion that my sheet was printed from a broken plate was confirmed. 
The next step, of course, was to endeavor to compose a sheet of all the ten 
varieties, out of stamps that were in perfect condition, and where the printing 
was regular and uniform. 
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Fortunately I had not destroyed my supposed bogies, and I soon recog- 
nized that they were the same types as the others, only that the letters had 
not slipped. Types numbers four and ten I was unable to find, and although 
I had specimens corresponding very closely to type number four, there 
was always the difference that the word “correos” was spelt with a small 
“c,” while in my strip it read “ Corres,” and was spelt with a capital “C,”’ 

Not long since I purchased of the Scott Stamp and Coin Co., Ltd., of 
New York, a block of eight stamps, (P/ate /.), the types of which corres- 
ponded exactly with the setting up I had made as I supposed it should exist. 
This block consisted of type numbers one, two, three, four, five, six, eight, 
and above type number one there was type number nine of presumably a 
second impression of the same plate. In this block type four has the word “‘cor- 
reos”’ spelt with a small “c.”’ You will notice that the second letter “o” 
of “correos” in type four is missing in Plate J. altered, and it is the 
lack of this letter which probably caused the slipping of the other letters. 
I surmise, therefore, that to remedy this evil, the printer, not noticing that a 
letter was missing, attempted to tighten them by extracting the small “c”’ of 
“‘correos”’ and inserting instead a capital “C.” This block of eight stamps 
shows by the margin that it came at the bottom of the sheet of paper upon 
which the stamps were printed in several multiples of ten typeseach. I 
account for the fact that types nine and ten are missing at the bottom of this 
sheet to there not being enough paper left to print them upon, concluding 
the printer noticing this, covered these two varieties to prevent printing them 
inpart. It appears to me that this explanation is more reasonable than to 
suppose that in Plate J, types nine and ten of Plate J. altered were placed 
as types one and two. It will be noticed that the margin between types nine 
and one on this sheet is wider than that between the other stamps, added to 
which we find in Plate J. altered that the whole five types at the left hand 
side of the sheet, which I have in an unsevered strip, correspond to those of 
Plate J. 

In my opinion the sheet illustrated as P/ate J. was the first to appear as it 
is by far the most clearly printed and most correct. 

Plate I, altered came next, the only change in it being in type four, as above 
described, and the slipping of letters, especially in types eight and ten. 

Plate I]., {think came later, because it was found impossible to prevent 
Pilate J, altered from dropping to pieces. 

Finally, finding a necessity for stamps of the value of ten centavos, the last 
four types of Plate JJ, were made to read ten instead of five centavos. 

The more distinctive points of these plates are as follows : 


PLATE I, 
Is by far the most clearly printed, and the letter “ 


c” of the first line, is in 
each stamp a small “cc.” 


PLATE I, ALTERED. 
Is similar to Plate /., except that type four has “ Corres’’ instead of “ cor- 
reos,” and in types four, eight and ten, many of the letters have slipped from 
their original positions.

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I have added two further illustrations, A & B, to show what curious efforts 
were made to re-establish type four of Plate /, altered. 

By illustration A, you will see that the left side of the frame has bulged 
out; consequently loosening the letters, and to tighten them an extra “ 
been inserted in the first line. The capital “T” of the second line is to be 
found inverted in the fourth line, and another “ T ” to replace it has been in- 
serted, This variety is in a strip of three stamps se fenant, and is undoubt- 
edly genuine as proved by the other stamps, You will notice that in the 
illustration of type four, Plate J. altered, a second “c” was inserted in the 
first line, but fell to the second line, whilst in #//ustration B, this second “c’”’ 
also exists, but is chevauchant in the first line. 

The distinctive features of the various types of these plates are :— 

PLaTE I. 

Type 1. The “ T”’ in the second line is above the “ ta” in “ Estado,” 

Type 2. The periods at the end of the first and second lines, are above 
the “d’’of “* Estado.” 

Type 3. The “1” of “del” in the third line is inverted. 

Type 4. The “c” in the first line is above the level of the other letters. 

Type 5. Theperiod after “S”’ in the second line is above the “s” in 
“ correos.” 


Type 6. There is a space between the “e’’ and “1” of “del,” in the third 
line. 

Type 7. The word “ Estado” is misspelt ‘“ Eetado.” 

Type 8. The “S” of the second line is directly under the first “ U” of the 
first line. 

Type g. The period after “S’’ of the second line is in a line with the top 
of that letter, 

Type 10. The “E” of “Estado” is under “E” of ‘“* DEL;” the “1” of

Type 1. The “do” of “ Estado” are slightly above the level of the other 
letters. 
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Type 2, The “os” of “correos”’ are slightly below the other letters. 

Type 3. The “1” of “del” in the third line is inverted. 

Type 4. The word “ Correos” has a capital “C,” 

Type 5. The periods at the end of the four lines are one above the 
other. 

Type 6. There is a space between the “e” and “1” of “del,” in the 
third line. 

Type 7. Is theonly one of this plate having a small “c’’ at the end of 
the firstline. This type is identical with number 7 of Plate J. 

Type 8. Hasno period after ‘“ Estado,” and the “t” of this word is 
directly under the “L’ of “ DEL,” in the second line. 

Type 9. “del,” in the third line is misspelt “ dec.”

In my experience, this is the only plate found upon buff paper. The stamp 
is said to exist on buff wove, but J have never seen a specimen on this vari- 
ety of paper. 

PLATE II, ALTERED. 


Types 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 are identical with Plate J/., except that in some 
of the types the letters are slightly further apart, which appears to be due to 
the frames having bulged out. 

Types 7, 8, 9 andi1o are also the same as those on P/ate J/., except that 
the numeral “5” is replaced by “10,” and the letters and frames are some- 
times more spread out as mentioned for types 1 to 6, Intype 7 the “1”’ of 
“del” in the third line has dropped, giving it the appearance of being in- 
verted. 

These stamps are found upon :— 

White wove paper. 
White wove, blue dé/onné paper. 


I have found, however, that the blue 4é/onné lines wash out, and I strongly 
suspect these two papers are oneand the same. This remark applies equally 
to the Official Cubiertas of the United States of Columbia, the blue lines of 
which also wash out. 

I fear that in the multiplicity of details in the above enumeration of the 
varieties of plates and types of this issue of stamps, I may have failed to 
make them clear. I enclose photographs of them numbered to correspond 
with the descriptions I have given, and I hope that my effort may prove of 
interest to you and your friends.

It will be seen on comparing the foregoing letter with Messrs. Collin & 
Calman’s Catalogue, that Mr. de Coppet proves that these stamps were 
printed from practically four instead of three different plates, and that he 
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differs from those gentlemen in the order the plates were used. Their 
number one is his P/ate 7/.; their “ first alteration” is his Plate Z/. altered ; 
and their “second alteration” becomes his Plate 7. altered; while Mr. de 
Coppet’s Plate J., which it is only fair to state has been found since the 
publication of Messrs. Collin & Calman’s Cafa/ogue, is not mentioned by 
them. 

Mr. de Coppet differs from Mons, Moens, by showing that all the plates 
contained ten types each, instead of either four or six, and he does not believe 
in the latter’s theory that some of these stamps have been reprinted. There 
are, of course, numerous forgeries and bogus varieties, but he considers the 
sheets of ten varieties on blue vertically laid and wide horizontally Jétonné 
paper, that turned up a few years since, and which correspond to his Plas 
//,, are genuine remainders. 


Mr. F. De Coppet has kindly allowed us to reprint his ably written study on the type 
set stamps of Tolima with accompanying illustrations; we are glad to say that without doubt 
he has succeeded in his efforts to classify these scarce stamps. Since we wrote the part of 
our Catalogue for Advanced Collectors treating of these stamps, we have come into the 
possession of quite a number of specimens, the result of a find in the archives of Tolima, 
the study of which allows us to corroborate in every particular what is written by Mr. De 
Coppet. 

We have been able to complete plate I, the tenth type of which was unknown at the 
time the above article was published in the London Phi/atelist and which has since come into 
the possession of Mr. De Coppet; we have also been able to replace type 10, of plate I altered, 
by a better specimen. 

Another stamp which has been unearthed recently is represented by illustration D; 
this is type 1 of Plate I in its normal state, the period after ‘‘ESTADO” being in the line 
with this word instead of below it, to the right of ‘‘Cts.” 

Illustration C reprepresents types 3 and 4 of Plate I, the stamps to the right and left being 
both of the third type; this is a conclusive proof that the stamps were printed in horizontal 
pairs and that several impressions of each plate were taken on the same sheet of paper; the 
distance between the two stamps to the right is larger than in any other pair, and the stamp 
to the right is not on a line with the two at its left; this strip was printed on grayish blue 
paper, horizontally laid with vertical vergures about 28 mm, distant from each other. 

Another recent discovery is a pair of stamps of Plate II, printed on a blue paper of same 
quality as the buff, fine horizontally laid paper. 


THE NEW STAMP OF CAUCA. 


rranslated from the Revue Philatelique. 


My Dear Director:—I stated in the article which I sent you a short time 
ago that the State of Cauca never had any stamps of its own, as no special tax 
is collected on letters transported by the postoffice of the department, which 
performs its services gratuitously. 

The new stamp of 5 Centavos announced by several Journals has, there- 
fore, raised serious doubts in my mind. I was right in doubting this stamp, 
as it is worth no more than its predecessors, including those of Mr. Rey. 
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The State of Cauca still has no stamps of its own, as it has no use for any. 
The circuit of the postal service of the State is very limited, as it reaches only 
a few small villages, to and from which the service of the national postoffice 
is not very reliable, and no charge is made for transportation. 

There is also another detail which we observe on this stamp of 5 Centavos, 
and which proves that the band of swindlers, who are exploiting Cauca do 
not even know the history of this country. 

It is known that one of the consequences of the Colombian revolution of 
1885-86 was the establishment of almost complete centralization of the coun- 
try. The Republic of Colombia replaces the Granada Confederation and the 
United States of New Granada, and the different states which compose it 
have become departments. Hence, the Sovereign State of Cauca has become 
the Department of Cauca, the name which it bears to-day in all official docu- 
ments. However, the new stamp bears this legand “Provincia del Cauca”’ a 
title which has never been given to this part of the country, and which is un- 
known. This fact alone would have sufficed to reject the suspected stamp, 
if the exact information which I had received did not permit of my declaring 
that it never existed. Besides that, the legend on the stamp contained an- 
other gross orthographical error, ‘Provincia de Cauca” instead of ‘‘Provincia 
del Cauca’. This error proves that the counterfeitor is a strariger in Colom- 
bia, and does not know the language spoken there and I am surprised that it 
was not discovered as soon as the suspected stamp made its appearance.

Counterfeit, Genuine. 


Mr. Francisco de P. Gutierrez of La Mesa has just offered us some counter- 
feits of the 50c green of 1863 and we take this early opportunity of warning our 
readers against him and his product. The half-tone illustrations herewith 
will plainly show the differences between the genuine stamp and the counter- 
feit, but we shall mention a few salient points of difference. 

The counterfeit is printed in a dirty sage green, and measures 17x21% 
whereas the genuine is 1634x214. The stars are neither as large nor as dis- 
tinct as in the genuine. The figure “5” of “50” is much larger than in the 
genuine, the “s” of “Nacionales” is very badly formed, and there is no space 
between “Correos” and ‘‘Nacionales,” 
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THE UNPAID LETTER STAMPS

DEAR MR, MOENs, 

Information which we have received from Mexico, from absolutely reliable 
sources, proves that the so-called unpaid letter stamps, which you as well as 
all other philatelic journals have frequently mentioned, are absolutely un- 
official, and are nothing but a speculative product. 

The ingenious inventor of these labels, who doubtless was jealous of the 
laurels earned by Mr. Dauth by thecreation of the famous yellow “stamps” for 
letters addressed to soldiers, had them printed at his own expense and sent 
quantities of them to various post offices with the request that they be affixed 
to unpaid letters instead of the usual hand stamp indicating the amount of 
postage due. Most of the postmasters declined the generous offer, but those 
of Celaya, Irapuata, Monterey and Vera Cruz fell into the trap, and our good 
friend had the pleasure of seeing his labels duly used and cancelled by the 
post office. 

The new unpaid letter stamps poured in upon philatelists from all corners 
of the globe, and they received them with open arms, nobody suspecting that 
these curious labels, regularly cancelled, could be frauds, although it was very 
suspicious that the Mexican Post Office should limit to a few offices the 
benefits accruing from the use of unpaid letter stamps.

The Constitutionnel and the Union Postal Universelle have spoken of the 
discovery, by Mr. Robert, of a fourth type of the Bordeaux 2oc., 

We have seen the starap, which was shown to us by the purchaser, Mr. de 
Ferrary, and we must declare, in accord with Mr, de Ferrary, that the stamp 
in question is not what it is claimed to be. It may be, as Mr, de Ferrary 
claims, a counterfeit which has passed through the mails. However, we must 
say, that upon investigation we find that the postal administration has no 
knowledge or record of any counterfeit 20c stamp. 

The present stamp bears the cancellation No, 2240 which is the number of 
the post office at Marseilles; the cancellation is identical, in all details, with 
one of the two types of 2240 used in that city. 

The mysterious stamp may be described as follows: 

a. Oval pearls. 

b. The ears of grain do not project beyond head 
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c. The lines of the hair are not wavy; they are regular and follow the 
contour of the head, 

d. The back of hair is wavy at bottom. 

e. The shading of the neck is composed of lines. 

f. The figures in the angles are too large. 

g. The “‘c” of “2oc’’ is too small. 

h. Répub. France, almost fills the upper label and the letters are too thick 
and too short, 

The stamp appears to have been counterfeited after the 2d type of Bordeaux, 
to which it corresponds in size.

GREAT BRITAIN.—Discoveries in our country’s stamps, after the ex- 
haustive manner in which they have been written on by many authors, notably 
by the president of the London Society, Mr. Philbrick, and Mr, Westoby, 
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are hardly to be expected, but we have received from Mr. Hastings Wrig):t 
two specimens which are apparently new lights upon our limited philatelic 
horizon. The stamps in question are the 4d., carmine of 1855, with the small 
garter watermark, but on almost white paper, of the surfaced or safety quality, 
hitherto known only in a bluish color as regards this particular stamp. In 
the Stamps of Great Britain, pp., 110 to 113, the successive use of the several 
papers is dealt with at length. The change from bluish to white paper, 
caused by the abandonment of a chemical ingredient in its manufacture, took 
’ place about a year later than the issue of the first 4d, while the “medium 
garter” watermark was in use. The appearance, therefore, of these stamps 
with the first paper and second watermark seems as yet unaccountable, unless 
the learned authors of “Great Britain’’ are wrong, and that the white safety 
paper had been prepared and even put in use before the change of watermarks 
One of the two stamps submitted is slightly less white than the other, we car 
scarcely call either bluish, and the color of the impressions are fairly fresh 
but the postmarks have a washed look, and it is within the realms of pos 
sibility that before coming into Mr. Wright's possession some previous owner 
in his natural hatred of heavy postmarks, may have, in trying to destroy their 
existence, at the same time blanched the stamp by some acid solution. 

We only suggest this as a possibility—the stamps certes are fresh to us, and 
we hope that some learned correspondent may elucidate the mystery 
—(London Philatelist.)

Minutes of previous meeting were read and approved. 
Trustees reported that candidates for membership, Messrs. Chapman and 
Tamsen, had been elected. 
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Report of special Committee on Customs reported further progress and 
submitted a copy of correspondence had with members of Ways and Means 
Committee of House of Representative in reference to the bill (H. R. 186,) in- 
troduced July 6th, 1892, placing postage stamps on the free list; and in re- 
sponse to the clerk of said committee on Ways and Means for further infor- 
mation on the subject the following statement of the case had been forwarded 
on the gth of April: 


New York, APRIL 9, 1892. 
Committee on Ways and Means, 


House of Representatives, Washington. 


We desire to place before your Committee the following statement in 
support of the bill (H. R. 186) introduced January sth, 1892, placing used 
and unused postage stamps on the free list. 

In the United States there are many thousand dealers in the used and un- 
used postage and revenue stamps of all nations. There are in this country 
at least three hundred thousand collectors of these articles. They are col- 
lected as are any other curio or work of art, such, for example, as coins, paint- 
ings, engravings and bric-a-brac. 

The dealers obtain their supply of stamps from the Postmasters of, and 
dealers in these articles, in all the countries of the world. Stamps are in- 
structive in that the collector obtains a knowledge of the stamp issuing coun- 
try, its government, money (current and obsolete), as well as a knowledge of 
engraving, lithographing, printing, &c. 

From time immemorial, postage stamps have been admitted free of all 
duty or tax, except that at times consignments would be seized and upon 
complaint to the Secretary of the Treasury a ruling would be made. These 
were usually in favor of a free and unrestricted importation, 

See Exhibits A, B and C, hereto attached. 

But at times adverse decisions would be handed down holding that stamps 
were dutiable. The reasons given are rather conflicting, one decision holding 
them dutiable as printed material at actual cost to manufacture (see 
Exhibit D. and E), another holding stamps dutiable ad valorem, and pro- 
hibiting their importation through the mails (see Exhibit F). Under this last 
decision (July 13th, 1891), all stamps imported are now charged duty. This 
is injurious to dealers, as they are well known, their packages are seized and 
charged duty, while packages sent direct to collectors by foreign dealers, pass 
through the mails undetected and without paying duty, thus benefitting the 
foreign at the expense of the local dealer, The foreign dealer can charge a 
lower price for his stamps to collectors, than can the American dealer, who 
pays duty. 

We respectfully submit that this duty is not protection, but affliction. 

We think the Treasury Department wrong in its ruling that stamps are un- 
mailable, for this reason : 

At the postal convention held at Paris, June 1878, it was provided in 
Article Eleven, that articles liable to customs duty were unmailable (see 
Exhibit G, hereto attached). By the additional acts of Lisbon, March aust, 
1885, it was expressly provided that s/amps, used or unused as well as all 
printed articles constituting the representative sign of value were mailable 
at first class rates. (See Exhibit H, hereto attached.) 

We incorporate at the foot hereof, copies of correspondence had with the 
Treasury Department. 
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This Society does not feel that it is able to handle a long and tedious law 
suit against the government and respectfully requests that your hororable 
body do report favorably on the bill now before you, and that the members 
of this respected Committee will do all that lies in their power to make this 
bill a law, 

We send herewith a petition in favor of the bill in question.
